THE IRISH LAND BILL PASSED AT 
BY THE LORDS AND COMMONS. ABT 


Upon entering the House of Commons last Monday 
afternoon, the Prime Minister was most enthusiastic. 
ally received by the members sitting ou the Minis. 

serial and Home Rule Belches. After the pre- 

hinary questions had been disposed of, Mr. 
lacdonald. desired to move the rejection as a 
whole of the Lords’ amendments to the Land 
Bilt but was informed by the Speaker that it 
would hayo the efiect of throwing out the bill. 
Mr, Gladstone, having moved that the reasons 
‘for the Lords’ amendments be considered, Mr, Parnell 
urged that a statement should be made with regard 
to them. Mr. Gladstone replied that it would be 
unsatisfactory if he were to make a selection of what 
he considered the most material amendments; he 
therefore proposed to take them seriatim, and he 
asked the House to follow patiently in a task which 
was now one of diminished scope and labour. Mr. 
Dillwyn expressed a hope thut. no concessions 
on material points would be made to an irre- 
sponsible body, for if they were the Govern- 
ment would not continue to receive the support 
which had hitherto been accorded to them. Mr. 
Healy declared that the course taken by the Govern- 
ment mspired distrust, and the Irish members saw 
in it only the beginning of a policy of surrender. 
Mr. Gladstone then stated that the amendments 
had been gone through and considered on their 
merits, and **eompromise" was a word he should 
not wish to have applied to their proceedings upon 
this bill. He thought the House, having trusted 
them so far, would be inclined to trust them to 
the. end, and would not refuse to enter on the 
detailed consideration of the subject. ‘Che motion 
of the right hon. gentleman was then agreed to, and 
the House proceeded to consider the Lordy’ amend. 
ments and reasons. Mr. Gladstone again procured 
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the excision of the-Duke of Argyll's amendments; 
but accepted. a, few. other amendments, whieh did 
not interfere vitally with the principle of the bill; 
and the measure, as reamended be the Commons, 
was taken to the Lords in the small hours of Tuesday 
morning. 

Lord Salisbury was on Tuesday quite conciliatory. 
He said their Lordships had not interfered with the 
principles of the bill, and the other House would be 
entirely responsible for it. He could only say that 
he hoped rather than expected: thatoit would be of 
great benefit to the tenants of Ireland, and not much 
harm to the landlords. And so the bill was at length 
agrecd t». i

A Ech to the Petit Marseillais states that 
troubles have occurred at Sanluri, a small town near 
Cagliari, on the occasion of the election of a new 
Mayor. The late Mayor had extorted 25,000f, of 
the public money; and the new Mayor, in distress, 
ordered new impositions; The people, already 
exasperated by the bad harvest, revolted and attacked 
the house of the old Mayor, whom they considered 
the creator of all their niiseries, and maltreated him 


fearfully, leaving him for dead on thespot. A regular 
fight ensued between the Carabineers and the enraged 
populace, in which seven were killed and forty 
severely wounded. The soldiers. arrived at Cagliari, 
and arrested seventy persons. 


TERRIBLE CIRCUS ACCIDENT IN FRANCE, 


On Sunday night there was a terrible accident on 
the Prado, near the Rouet tramway station. A 
circus had been erected for a kind of bull-fight, and 
5000 persons were present, when the whole structure 
gave way suddenly, killing several.

THE EVESHAM STATION-MASTER KILLED. 


Mr. Mills, station-master at Evesham, on the 
Great Western line, was on Friday week crossing the 
line to attend an up train, and, having an open 
umbrella in his hand, did not see a goods train 
approaching on the down line. He was struck in the 
body and carried a few yards, when he fell into a pit 
used for oiling the engines. ‘The front of the engine 
struck his head, killing him instantaneously. The 
deceased leaves a wife and four children, for whom 
the residents will, no doubt, subscribe a good fund. 


FALL OF THE HASTINGS CUSTOM-HOUSE. 

At the charming watering-place of Hastings 
(which has room for a few more visitors needing re- 
invigoration), on the afternoon of Friday week, 
during the prevaleuce of a very high tide, the old 
Custom-house, situated on the edge of the parade, 
fell into the sea with a tremendous crash, the whole 
of the débris being immediately carried away by the 
waves.

MR. GLADSTONE MAINTAINS THE PRINCIPLES 
THE IRISH LAND BILL. 


That which is termed by courtesy the Upper 
House is remarkable for the brazen Throne of the 
Sovereign, the painted walls, the stained-glass 
windows (representing the Kings and Queens of 
England pretty fairly, considering not one was stain- 
less with the exception of Her Gracious Majesty now 
reigning), and the Obstructive Peers, whose feudal 
obstinacy is tempered by the enlightened wisdom of the 
Liberal minority in the Lords. Archtype of this Tory 
obstinacy (as harmful actually to Conservative 
Landlords as it is to the public generally), the 
Marquis of Salisbury is for pushing the world back 


to those halcyon times: for his privileged caste when 


the Peers of England grabbed lands right and left 
from the People, and held Englishmen in bondage. 
Politically blind as a bat, Lord Salisbury con- 
spicuously exhibited his native wrong-headedness 
and purblindness by his hostile attitude towards the 
Irish Land Bill. 

If he desired the abolition of the House of Lords, 
Lord Salisbury could not have gone to work in a 
manner better calculated to remove that obsolete 
Larrier to Progress than by resisting the will of the 
People’s representatives in the House of Commons. 

The truth is, that the time is ripe either for the 
reform or the extinction of the Houseof Lords. Why 
cumbereth it the ground? It serves no useful pure 
pose. It delights to parade its opposition to the will 
of the People. It represents, as a whole, nought but 
the utterly indefensible selfishness of a privileged 
class. Its existence is an anomaly. Its extinction 
can be but a question of time. 


MR. GLADSTONE AS PEACE- 
MAKER. 

If the conduct of the Marquis of Salisbury in doing 
his utmost to bring about a collision between the 
House of Lords and the House of Commons did not 
result as unfortunately as the railway collision at 
Blackburn did the other day—to whom are we in- 
Aebted for putting on the Parliamentary brake? 

To the Prime Minister, undoubtedly. Greatly as 
William Ewart Gladstoneisto beadmired when, roused 
to the loftiest pitch of eloquence by some burning 
question, he gives rein to his earnest speech, and wins 
a People’s adhesion to his impassioned advocacy of 
Freedom and Liberty; we question whether to Pre- 
mier of England does not command the admiration of 
reasoning Englishmen, at any rate, more at such 
times as these, when prudence and moderation can 
calm the excitement provoked by the House of 
Landlords. 

Mr. Gladstone, it is undeniable, adopted the best 
tone for the crisis on Monday night. Firmly main- 
taining the principle of the Irish Land Bill intact in 
so far as it promised a rational durability of tenure 
to the Irish tenant, and gave him an equitable Land 
Court to which to appeal for a fair rent and fair com- 
pensation for improvements, the Prime Minister 
yielded a few concessions which should conciliate 
Irish landlords and help to bridge over the breaches 
which mutual want of confidence has created betwixt 
landlord and tenant in Ireland. 

In other words, Mr. Gladstone opened a road by 
which the ungracious Tories of the House of Land- 
lords could retreat from their unjustifiable position.

in the centreof the station. The driver of the express 
applied the Westinghouse brake when about thirty 
yards off the entrance of the station; but the train 
dashed into the station at a good speed. 

The express engine struck the shunting engine so 
violently as greatly to damage the machinery and 
framework of both engines, and cause them to inter- 
lock. The drivers of both locomotives were much 
injured, but the effect of the collision upon the 
carriages behind was much more serious. The force 
of the collision drove the carriage which was being 
shunted into the rear of the Liverpooltrain, standing 
a few yards further up the line. ‘The wreck which 
followed involved the destruction of the second and 
third carriages of the Manchester train, the single 
Midland carriage, and a couple of carriages in the 
Liverpool train, which were telescoped. Instantly 
the station was a scene of the utmost consternation, 
many persons standing on the platform witnessing the 
crash. The railway officials and one or two medical

SWEPT AWAY BY A WAVE AT 
SEAFORTH. 


To many a sojourner at the seaside the night of

THE DEPLORABLE RAILWAY 
COLLISION AT BLACKBURN 
STATION. 


Taking their pleasure as zestfully as they work, 
Lancashire lads and lasses are great railway 
travellers. Accordingly, the news that on Monday, 
Aug. 8, a fearful railway accident occurred at 
Blackburn Railway Station occasioned deep anxiety 
in every city and village in Lancashire. Ever 
anxious for the welfare ot all classes of her subjec's, 
the Queen was among the first to inquire after the 


condition of the sufferers from the accident, and 
juto the cause of the lamentable collision. 


BLACKBURN STATION 
is a busy centre of the Lancashire railway system, as 
may be imagined from our large Engraving. It 
appears that the Liverpool train reaching Blackbura 
at three p.m. brings a number of passengers from 
Scotland in a Midland composite carriage, which is 
detached, to be attached to the express from Man- 
chester on its arrival. The Liverpool train arrived 
‘duly, and at the moment of the approach of the 
“Manchester express was standing on the up line at 
thefurther end of the station. An engine had been 
brought round to shunt the Midland carriage as soon 
‘asthe train had departed for Accrington, and this 
‘engine was standing on the up line facing the coming 
‘Manchester train, with the carriage behind it. The 
‘Manchester express was punctual, and it was the 
duty of the driver to pull up in time to stop before 
he reached the point at which the other engine stood,

THE MARQUIS OF SALISBURY 
THREATENED. 

On Saturday evening last the Superintondert of 
Police at Hatfield received an anonymous postcard, 
bearing the London postmark and stating that a plot 
had been conceived by a party of low Irishmen in 
Bermondsey, and that the life of Lord Salisbury was 
in danger. As his Lordship was staying at Hatfield 
House, steps were at once taken by the local police 
to watch the mansion and its approaches, and early 
on.

One, unstamped, bearing the Liverpool post- 
mark, and addressed “Lord Salisbury, London,” 
was brought to the house on Monday morning, with 
twopence to pay. The doorkeeper, however, promptly 
sent it back to the Post Office.

DROWNED AT BOURNEMOUTH. 
A YOUNG man, twenty-four years of age, 
named Thomas Wilson, a stone carrier, 
lodging in Bournemouth, and a resident 
of Dorchester, was drowned whilst bathing 
near Bournemouth pier on Monday morn- 
ing. He was with three companions, but 
when a short distance from them suddenly 
sank, being, it is supposed, seized with 
cramp. The body was washed nearly 
ashore, and was picked up about half an 
hour afterwards. A verdict of “ Acci- 
dentally drowned ” wasreturned. But do 
the Bournemouth authorities take proper 
steps to protect bathers on their shore ? 


SAD AFFAIR ON LAKE WINDER- 
MERE. 


We have another sad accident to record. 
Miss Florence Hall, a young lady, twenty- 
one years of age, daughter of Mr. Arthur 
Hall, of 35, Craven-hill-gardens, London, 
was bathing, with her brother, near the 
Lily of the Valley Island, opposite Bow- 
ness, Windermere, last Saturday, and 
whilst swimming across from the island to 
the mainland she suddenly sank, and 
before assistance could reach her was 
drowned. Miss Hall had reached to 
within twelve or fifteen yards of the shore 
when she shouted to her brother—‘ Save 
me.” Master Ernest Hall, who is only 
about fourteen, immediately swam towards 
his sister, but, though she came to the 
surface three or four times, he was unable 
to reach her in time. The body was 
recovered in the course of half an hour in 
about eight or nine feet of water. 


A YARMOUTH FATALITY. 
About nine o'clock on Sunday night, as 
the cutter Will-o’-the-Wisp was abreast 
of the Britannia Pier, Great Yarmouth, 
the mainsail jibbed, and a pilot named 
Locock, who was steering at the time, was 
knocked overboard and drowned. 


CHAPTER OF ACCIDENTS. 


Last Monday Llewellyn Whittard, 
twenty-six, of Paddock, near Hudders- 
field, was engaged in painting the ceiling 
of the Huddersfield Townhall, when his 
foot slipped and he fell from the scaffold- 
ing to the floor, He was removed to the 
Palace Hotel opposite, but died within 
three quarters of an hour.
